surprising power, and in such perfect time. 
" A hundred years to come "' was well sung. 
Mrs. Brownell has a sweet contralto voice 
?.'iss Coggeshall an excellent voice of the 
Slime quality. Mayor Swinburn has a sweet 
tenor, and Mr. Coggeshall a very fine bar- 
it one.of really remarkable power. With such 
a east, the " quartette " could not fail to im- 
press the audience favorably. Mr. Tilley 
did himself fall justice in " "We are growing 
o'd," his Toice is a fine full tenor, of great 
power, and be uses it with expression and 
judgement Mrs. Tourjee sang in several 
quartettes and duetts; her voice is mezzo- 
soprano, and very much to our taste. It is 
evidently cultivated, and is used with much 
grace, and feeling. 
Miss Iririn has an ex- 


cellent contralto, and Miss Stanhope a pure 
soprano, of rare quality, and suceptible of 
very high cultivation, her tones were ex- 
tremely clear, and powerful. The Messrs. 
Landers have very sweet voices. These 
four voices harmonized finely in the quar- 
tette " come where my love lies dreaming." 


Dona ffobis, is t grand Chorus, and was 


grandly rendered] in fact all the chorusses 
were well sung: but the "Tyorl Melody" was 
evidently the favorite; Tonrjee:s song "I 
kne\v,a Maid,"wasgreeted ivith rapturous ap- 
plause, and he was obb'ged to repeat it, in 
obedience to rather a noisy demand from the 
audience. The double quartette, "Lutzows 
wild hunt," was capitally sung with fine 
effect by Messrs. Tilley, Swinburne, Peek- 


ham, Coggeshall, Kaull, French and Stan- 
ley, every voice was a good one, and th 
effect wai exceeeingly fine. 


The "Minute gun at sea" was effectual] 


sung by Messrs. Tilley and Swinburne, am 
the report of the gun, the Short deep boom 
without reverberation which is peculiar to a 
gun fired at sea, could not easily have been 
better imitated. "Speed away" was a de- 
lightful quarette. But the great event o 
the evening was "Columbia the Gtm of the 
Ocean." There was a very large American 
ensign akillully concealed on the cornice 
above, and when the grand Chorus "Three 
dicers for the lied, White, and Blue, hac 
reached its fullest power, and the audience 
was excited to its highest pitch of patriotic 
c-nthusiaim the flag suddenly, as if brought 
into existence by magic power, unfolded and 
covered the wall. The effect was electric, 
the audience seemed beside themselves with 
excitement and the applause was tremend- 
ous: many sprung to their feet and clappet 
and cheered, with most tremendous energy. 


Never did we see an audience so com- 


pletely carried away with enthusiasm, and 
though the quartette, and chorus after it 
were admirably sung, yet the audience were 
not in a condition to appreciate anything 
dse, and we doubt not that, when an hour 
after they were sleeping at home, they 
ureamcd of mingled choruses, and cheers, 
::;]•! "falling stare." Thus ended the sec- 
ond grand concert of the "Musical Insti- 
tute. AVbatever doubts existed of their iicr- 
inunentsuccess before, were dissip ted for- 
'•V.T; and we may congratulate ourselves 
;::at a "Musie Hall" has become only c 
unestion of time. With such a society, and 
Mich audiences it is certain that it cauno 
long be deferred.

We say 
the lower side of Partingtonian wit l>ecausc 
as we understand the matter the great pnrt 
ofthose who have heard of Mr. Shillaber 
as the author of the Partington sayings have 
a fancy that these sayings are chiefly low 
wit, fit to make a horse laugh, that is horse 
on two legs. And therefore expected his 
poem would be of the same sort. 
While 


the truth is Mrs. Partington and Ike are j 
not groundlings; they were not "brought | 
up" in the bar-room, nor have they spen 
their time hanging about shop sanctums 01 
at the corner of the street to hatch scanda 
and peddle gossip for brains as idle as, in 
that ca-e, their own would be. 


Had this or anything of the sort been the 


character of Mrs. P. she would certainlj 
not have had an opportunity of showing 
herself in Aquidneek Hall during the pres- 
ent course of lectures. 


Even had Mr. Shillaber been of the Park 


Benjamin or Saxe "school" of rbymers- 
whose wit is without wisdom and whose 
humor is without tenderness—though clev- 
er in a few minor particulars—he would 
not have been invited to Newport this 
"season" to insult humanity by indiscrimi- 
nate criticism and satirise society in huge 
generalizations of contempt with the fee- 
blest appreciation of individual & social vir- 
tues and needs. 


In creating the Characters of Mrs. Pitr- 


tington and Isaac, Mr. Shillaber has done 
a work if in an unusual way, yet in perfect 
keeping with our American Literature, which 
is deserving the recognition of every ex- 
pounder of the best books we have yet had 
in this country. 


Mrs. P. is the old regime in ctlu'cs while 


Ike is young America. 
And in this contest 


of the old and the new, many indications of 
real genius are 
fomid. 
Much profound 


philosophy is enunciated, a stirring and ten- 
der humanity a-id a quick sense of duty are 
appo nent. In a word the Partington say- 
ings form a philosophy of social life a great 
deal more profound than Bentham's and 
a great deal wiser than Malthas. 


Of course in doing a poem of the real 


Partingtonian sort,Mr. Shillaber would drop 
the accidentals, the machinery of his charac- 
ters. And all who fancy, as a great many 
always do, that the aceide ntal is the essen- 
tial, will not find the old lady in the "street'' 
But there she is nevertheless With Ike by 
the hand, and our varied life in its ocean 
froth and roar—in its foolishness and its en- 
ergy—in its strifes, the prophets of harmo- 
neous power yet to be, passir.g before her 
eye, but often speaking in a voice a little 
above her own.

AwKtir, RAILROAD ACCIDENT.—We letirn 


the following particulars of the Railroad ac- 
cident nt Hamilton, Canada Went, from a 
gentleman who left the scene of disaster thi 
morning. The accident occurred on tin 
Great Western Railway at the bridge, ovei 
the DCS Jardiues canal, which is elevate* 
some siity feet above water. The bridgi 
swings, and it is supposed that the trail 
which passed for the cast a short time be 
tore, had sunk the bridge so much that tin 
locomotive of this train was obstructed bj 
the abutment to such a degree that Hit 
passenger cars were raised up and thrown 
into the canal 
The train was the local ac- 


commodation from Toronto to Hamilton 
and left Toronto at 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. The number of passengers were esti- 
mated at from 75 to 100, of whom onlj 
15 were taken alive from the wreck, and o] 
these live have since died. 
The water in 


the eanal is eighteen feet deep, and nearly 
all thfcse not immediately killed were 
drowned. The engine and tender, with the 
engineer and fireman, were pitched head- 
long into the canal and buried twenty feel 
beiow the surface. The baggage car ant 
two passenger cars are completely shatter- 
ed and one of the latter turned bottom side 
up and nearly submerged. 
When our 


formant.arrived thi* morning the parties 
were still busy in extracting the bodies from 
the wreck. In an outhouse adjoining the 
station house at Hamilton, about fiftv or 
sixity corpses of men, women and children 
were laid on one floor. No inquiry into the 
cause of tha accident had yet been held.— 
Most of the passengers were from Hamilton, 
Toronto and the adjoining towns.
